(his matter, lliat the power of tne pulpit 
should be used. Bui ihe History of the Tem- 
perance movement in KngUnd and elsewhere 
most conclusively proved that thne meant 
wrru iiiMiflicient. ljfinking.it would be found, 
notwithstanding all these efforts of moral 
suasion, was actually on the increase. The 
increase in Great iiritain ia drinking, had 
been at the rate of 15 or '20 per tent annually. 
The consumption of alcoholic liouors io Great 
Iiritain s*a* vtry great. In Lng'.and at the 
rate of about 2 gallons per head ; in Ireland 
about 3 J gallons, and in Scotland 11 gallon*. 
In this country tbe average was ?till greater. 
In 1851 there were 2,500,000 gallons of 
spirits manufactured and imported ; in 1852 — 
3,000,000,and in 1853,3^50,000 .being equal 
to an average of 6 gallons per head to every 
adult male. He was aware that gentlemen 
irere always prepared t> me^t arguments oo 
this question wilh derision. But deride them 
l°£ as they would, it would be fouod that the voice 
of ihe people was in favor of this rneaiure.— 
When gentlemen went lo their constiluencies 
th«y might receive a practical illustration of 
the truth of what he said. The amount con- 
sumed of spirituous and intoxicating liquors in 
this country, represented a capital of £1,000,- 
000 in lSoi.

It appearsj how- 
ever, that they will not do it, and (bat another 
circular has has been issued, cancelling', to a 
great extent, the first order. 

While all this has been goin£ on, the < Gov- 
ernment of Canada — the ever "to be remem- 
bered Coalition, have bung their heads with 
their fingers in llirir mouths, and gra.vcly.talk- 
ed of their new 'Militia tcheme, or some ol)»er 
of their measures equally as absurd and non- 
sensical. Never since the days of Compffctism 
and Downing-Street intefcre'oce and tyranny, 
ha-rf any Gpvernment so pbmplelely divested 
itself of. all regard for candour and ,hon-,
